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COMMENTS ON STATEMENTS OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In the Notice of Allowance dated September 12, 2003 for the above-referenced case, the 
Examiner stated that 'the primary distinguishing feature is the phosphate linker which connects 
the specific chemical moieties shown in the claims to the chelating agent." While Applicants 
agree that the phosphodiester moiety is a distinguishing feature of the allowed claims, Applicants 
respectfully assert that it is not the "primary" distinguishing feature. Applicants respectfully 
submit that the overall chemical structure of the claimed compounds distinguish the claimed 
compounds from prior art compounds.
